WHILE THE WAR in which Canada, as a Domin- 
ion, has been plunged is not very old, people have 
already seen how quickly the Canadian Red Cross 
Society can gear its machinery into war-time 
strength. First steps in speeding up the work of 
the Society were taken before Canada’s actual dec- 
laration of war on Germany, when the sinking of 
the Athenia brought assistance in various forms to 
stricken passengers, Answering a first call, the 
Society cabled $10,000 to Britain for the relief of 
Athenia survivors, and when the first of these reach- 
ed Canada, the Red Cross was there to meet them 
with all the supplies and assistance that were neces- 
sary. That was the first step for the Canadian Red 
Cross Society, in a work that will not end until the 
war is over. Since then, the Society has concen- 
trated its efforts in organizing branches in all rural 
and urban centres in the Dominion, for the purpose 
of securing finances, and accomplishing necessary 
duties and services that the central organization 
could not succeed in doing alone. These duties in- 
clude the making of sweaters, socks and mitts, not 
to mention medical supplies of various types, for 


soldiers. S| ai Lil 

True enough, there are other organizations 
in Canada which do similar work, but at this time 
we have an opportunity to solidly support a nation- 
al organization which has pledge ditself to assist 
all persons in this country’s service, both at home 
and abroad, and in the last war, did just this. 


However to successfully carry out its services, 
the Red Cross Society must have funds, and these 
funds must come from the citizens of Canada. This 
week a drive was started in an effort to raise some 
three million dollars to be used in the purchase of 
necessities for the soldiers. In the opening days, 
generous contributions were receivd from many Can- 
adian Companies, not to.mention personal contribu- 
tions ffom ‘‘well-off” individuals, Hawever, it may 
be reHed upon that a very great share of the sum 
will come from the pennies, nickles and dimes, and 
other small donations which within a short time will 
aggregate into an exceedingly large sum. These 
small contributions will be collected by just such 
groups as our own here in Bassano. 


Locally, groups have been organized to can- 
vas the district. It is the object of officers of the 
group to see that all homes and business places in 
the district have been approached for a contribution, 
be it large or small. _ Let us all feel that it is our 
duty to contribute our share when we are called 
upon,

“A circular has been sent out through the 
country warning Social Credit branches of the 
imminence of an election. It says: 1940 is the 
year for a provincial election, Victories are only 
won ‘hy preparedness, The efficiency of our 
organization must be such as to leave no pos- 
sible doubt as to the result in the next election. 
The new redistribution has necessitated a 
change in constituency boundaries, and in or- 
der to avoid confusion in 1940 each constitu- 
ency should now be completely organized 
within the new boundaries. The next election 
is not only a test of numerical strength but one 
of intelligence on the part of those who desire 
a specific result,” ’

THE CAREFUL DRIVER
